Factories have closed, new con- 
smictuto has stopped, and even busi- 
nesses that are staying open are laying 
ofiwokers. 

The vast majority of the newly un- 
employed are migrant workers from rur- 
al areas, the manpower and the back- 
bme of tile decadelong Asian economic 
boom. 

Thai govemmeot officials estimate 
that nnemployment here has already 
topped 2 million. Of those, 1.3 million 
are believed to be viBagers who were 
working in the city, and most of those, at 
least I millioD people, have already 
returned home. 

It was migrant laborers who built 
Asia's gleaming high-rises. They wove 
the textiles and stitched the sneakers and assembled 
the automobiles and slapped together the plastic dolls 
that fueled what was that callra the Asian economic 
miracle. But with the region's economy in an un-

NEW YORK — The Ek>w Jones in- 
dustrial ai’crage recorded its laigest 
point gain ever on Tuesday, joining a 
two-day wm-ldwide rally in stock prices 
that was kindled when the Federal Re- 
serve Board chairman, Alan Greenspan, 
indicated a willingness to push down 
interest rates in light of economic prob- 
lems outside the United States. 

The Dow industrials rose 380.53 
points, to close at 8B20.78. and the 
Nasdaq composite index also posted a 
record point gain, advancing 94.34 
points, to 1.660.86. 

The S percent rise in the Dow erased 
nearly all of the losses rectxded the pre- 
vious Monday, when the industrials fell 
S12B1 points, although the barometer is 
still about 14 percent below its record 
closing hij^ of 9337.97 oo July 17. 

Financial sen'ices and technology 
stocks, among the hardest hit since then, 
were notably strong on Tuesday. 

Comments late Friday by Mr. Green- 
span that indicated the U.S. central bank 
would reduce interest rates in response 
to economic crises abroad, gave im- 
petus to the rising stock prices. U.S. 
markets were Monday for the 

Labor Day holiday, so Tuesday was 
Wall Street’s first chance to react to Mr. 
Greenspan’s speech. 

Mr. Greenspan indicated the Fed bad 
dropped its bias toward raising interest 
rates when its policy-making Open Mar- 
ket Committee met in August, accord-

Mr. Greenspan said that "in die 
spring and early summer, the Bsderal 
Open Muket Committee was concerned 
that a rise in inflation was the primary 
threat to the continued expansion of the 
economy.”

TOKYO — The head of the gov- 
ernment economic agency said Tbe^y 
that Jsipan could tumble inioa dangerous 
deflationary spiral, as banking experts 
here warned that Japim's huge financial 
problems -could rapidly d^rioraie if 
government inaction continued 

“The banking system is quickly 
worsening,” said Naoko Nemoto. a 
banking analyst at Standard & Poor’s. 

Yushiro Ikuyo, a banking analyst 
with Commerz Swurilies, said, “Bad 
loans are increasing because of the do- 
mestic economy.” Japan’s weakening 
economy means more companies are 
unable to repay Joans, thus defmvhg 
banks of the money they need to make 
new loans. 

Taicbi Sakaiya, head of Japan's Eco- 
nomic Planning Agency, highlighted 
the serious deterioration of the econ- 
omy. He said that altiiough Japan's 
economy was not in a deflationary spir- 
aL it was “at the entrance of one.” 

Mr. Sakaiya's remarks followed the 
release of the agency’s nxinthly report 
on the economy, wtucb called the cur- 
rent simation “very severe.” Mr. 
Sakaiya said Japan must be vi^lant “so 
that we will not be sucked into a de- 
flationary, spiiaL” Reuters said. “We 
must not make a mistake,” he said 
“We are in a dangerous situation.” 

A deflationaiy spiral is a Depression- 
like situation, where faUing demand 
causes prices and sales to d^, which 
causes profits to fall and inventories to 
pile up. That leads companies to cut’ 
back oo investments and employees, 
which causes demand to faD further. 

Mr. Saikaiya said he expected the 
economy to revive once the govern- 
ment’s plans for renewed spen^ng and 
tax cuts were enacted But experts fear 
that the banking crisis could explode by 
then, unless the government accelerated 
the disclosure of troubled loans, forced 
hanVs to dispc^ of those bad loans, 
aggressively injected hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars in public funds into vi- 
able tanks, and clo^ insolvent ones. 

Analysis said efforts by the govem- 


weak banks, the so-called soft- 
approach, would lessen the immediate 
panic. But it will also delay resolving 
the problem, because it will not result in 
a banking system that con generate its 
own profits, meaning more bailouts 
would probably be ne^d 

’’The risk of Trying to engineer a soft 
landing is that thie potential for a hard 
landing, or in other words crash, is quite 
large,” Yukiko Ohara, a banking ana- 
lyst with Morgan Stanley Dean Winer, 
wrote in the Economist, a leading Jap- 
anese business weekly magazine. 

In the article. Mrs. Ohara calculated 
that on Aug. 28. Japan’s 1 9 major banks 
had nxire liabilities than assets. She es- 
timated that the largest 19 bonks would

U.S. Warns Iran Over Buildup of Forces 


WASHINGTON (Reuters) — The 
United States expressed serious con- 
cern Tuesday about the buildup of Ira- 
uan forces on die Afj^^ bc^er and 
urg^ Tehran against military action. 

Instead, the State Dwartraem said 
Iran and A fghanistan should solve a 
dispute over missing Iranians in Af- 
ghanistan peacefully with United Na- 
cicxis mediation. 


James Rubin, the Stale Department 
spokesman, said Iran had deployed 
“significant numbers of troops and 
equipment” oo its border with Af- 
ghanistan and left them there follow- 
ing a militaiy exercise. “So clearly, 
tfau is a matter of serious concern, and 
it*s something we’re watching ex- 
tremely closely,” he said.

The figure represents a drop of 277,000 
from a year earlier, prompting Mr. Kohl 
to declare a turnaround in the fight 
against chronic unemployment. 

After adjustments for seasonal 
factors like the summer flood of un- 
employed graduates into Ihe job market, 
the number of Germans out of work 
declined by 24,000, lo 4.197,000, Air- 
iher yet from Mr. Kohl’s goal. 

The jobs repon for August, the last 
before the election, amounted to Mr. 
Kohl’s final chance lo showcase pro- 
gress oh what has become the most 
burning issue in the campaign. 

It was clear from the fr^uency of Mr. 
Kohl's predictions tbathe hex^ to push 
the jobless rate below' 4 million before 
the election, pollsters said. The chan- 
cellor, however, had hedged his bets 
with the vague forecast that unenqiloy- 
ment would hit his target “by autumn,'* 
avoiding concrete pr^ctions.

The Military Draft - U.S. Feels Impact of Its Absence Hours

W ASHINGTON — In the sultry days of late 
summer a quarter century ago. an ap- 
raeotice plumber fcom California named 
Dwight Elliott Stone was reluctantly 
making history of a sort. He was completing basic 
training in the U.S. Army as the bst man drafted. 

^ith his induction on June 30, 1973. mandatory 
military service and conscription ended for American 
men as the United St^es abolished the draft alW the 
country withdrew from the Vietnam War. 

Since then, a generation of American men has come 
of age without facing the prospect that the military 
would order diem out of dieir homes and schools and 
into uniform for two years or more. 

They have been spared the choices that their fathers 
and grandfathers faced: Wait to be drafted or enlist in 
hopes of a better assignment? Join the Peace Corps or : 
become a Ereman to postiwne and perhaps avoid ' 
indoction? Ma^ now or wait? Go to graduate school ^ 
or get the service obligation over with? 

All that ended with the end of the draft. President 
Richard Nixon came into office in 1969 supporting a 
switch to an all-volunteer force, and the need for - 
conscripts dwindled as be reduced the U.S. involve- Elvi 
ment in Southeast Asia. Only 646 men were drafted in 
1973. ^ 

Today, young men still most register with the gov- Am* 

emment's Selective Service system when th^ turn 18 

— just in case. But in the absence of a major war, a 
renewed draft is unlikely. 

The volunteer armed forces of today are different orga- 
nizations &om those of 1973: smaller, better educated, more 
technologicaUy advanc^ and much more depeai^t on women 
b) fill essential jobs. 

Those impacts on the military have been weU-documented. 
But Mbolars are alw trying to assess the effects of the end of the 
draft on politics, government, society, race and even liter- 
ature.

T oday, government officials and scholars often cite 
three legacies of the demise of the draft: the gap 
between ci^^ian lawmakers and the military, the loss 
oftiie leveling social influence and the sense of service 
it imposed, and the impact of abolishing the draft on the poorest 
Americans. 

*T appreciate that the all-volunteer force has been very 
successful.” said Senator John McCain, Republican of Ari- 
zona, an admiral's son who was a navy pilot and a prisoner of 
war in Vietnam. ”But we are raising a generation of not only 
leaders but middle-income Americans who have never served 
their country. 

“I worry about a greater estrangement, a greater distancing 
between the Congress, traditional protectors of the military, and 
the military itself. And 1 worry about a lack of appreciation for 
the rigors of military life.” McCain said 
S<^ analysts b^eve the mllitaiy — especially the officer 
emps — is booming more politically conservative and more 
attuned to the religious right as the aimed forms become less a 
reflection of the nation as a whole. Others worry more about 
losing the military's role as a mixing bowl of young people 
from different backgrounds.

“The leveling factor, with Ivy Leqguers and street kids 
together, was valuable in terms of broadening and widening the 
experience of American youth in contact with people of dif- 
ferent class, religion and ethnicity,” said Ricluffd Ko^, chair- 
man of the peace, war and defense program at the University of 
North Carolina. 

In Congress, a majority of members now have no military 
expwence. In Ae House, the proportion of members who wore 
a uniform has declined from 40 percent five years ago to 30 
percenL In the Senate, the percentage went down from 61 
percent to 48 percenL 

There are now more women than men in the Peace Corps, in 
part because men no longer need to seek shelter from the 
draft. 

In the years between the Korean and Vietnam wars, 60 
percent of black men served in the military, while today only 8 
percent do so. according to Charles Moskos, a specialist in 
military-civilian relations at Northwestern University. 

And the years since have seen a steady decline in interest in 
the military among young people. In 1990, when students bom 
in 1973 were high school juniors, 32 percent of the young men 
and women surveyed in the Pentagon's annual “Youth Attitude 
Ttackiog Survey” expressed some desire to join the military. In 
1993, that figure was down to 25 percent and last year it was 12 
percenL 

According to Mr. Moskos and others, including Julius Bec- 
ton Jr., a retired general and former head of Wasbrngton, D.C., 
schools, it is also possible that the end of conscription meant a 
loss of opportunity for inner-city yontiis, who are no longer 
plucked from their neighborhoods and thrust into an instimtion 
that demands discipline and learning. 

Through most of its history, the United States had con- 


ConscriptioD was abolished briefly as the nation 
demobilized hfter World War II but was reinstated by 
Congress in 1^. Between then and 1973, 4.2 million 
men were dndted. 

Millions more, facing the prospect of certain in- 
duction. volunteered or joined the Reserve Officers 
T raining CoTO, lengibeoii^ tiieir active-duty time but 
serving as officers. Many joined the Reserves or Na- 
tional Guard, cutting active^uty time to six months but 
extendmg their service liabili^ to six years.

Muhammad All, then known as Cassius Clay, was 
stripped of his heavyweight boxing title for leftising to 
be inducted because of hU ot^sition to the Vietnam 
War.

in basic T raining , draftees and volunieeis served 
together. Men of every racial, economic, educational 

ai^ geographic backbond were scoc^ped up 

turned into soldiers about eight weeks under drill 
sergeants who did not pennit any attention deftciL 
, Ivy Leaguers — including the young AlGtxe — and 

high school dropouts alike learned u> march in step and 
on cadence. Barracks life was crude and crowded, 
language was vulgoT and i»y was minimal. 

Especially during the Vietnam War, die draft — or 
opposition to it — was the defining political ex^ence for 
many young men. Go Of resist? Flee the country? Demonstrate 
and' burn draft cards? 

As draft calU increased durii^ die ^emam buildup of the 
late 1960s, many young men with wealth or connections — 
including Bill CliiUDn — conBributed to the politicizmg of tte 
draft by findin g ways to avoid military service. They stayed in 
school until they reached the t^e of 26, beyond draft took 
shelter in a locally protected job as a teacher or police officer, or 
found a safe, stay-at-home National Guard um't, the route 
chosen by Dan Qiiayle, Ae former vice president 


M r. Moskos, who was drafted ri^t after his senior yete* 
^ Princeton, says military service does matter in 

Congress ”becaure if you never served, you become 

eit^ hostile or obsequious to the militaiy.” 

But there appears to be no pattern of leadership or wlitical 
behavior that can be direedy related to whedier an inmvidual 
officeholder has military experience. 

President Clinton’s avoidance c^die draft, for example, was 
an issue in his first campaign. B ut he beat one war hero, Geoige 
Bush, in 1992 and another. Bob Dole, in 1996. 

Timmy Carter was an officer on a nuclear submarine, but his 
presidency was undone at least in part by a botched zniliiaiy raid 
to free U.S. hostages in Tehran.

Swissair Jet’s Final Data May Be Lost

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia — Inves- 
tigators probing the cause of the crash of 
Swissair Right 1 1 1 said that the flight- 
data records recovered from the sea 
appeared to coutain a wealth of useftil 
data but none from the crucial minutes 
as the plane began its rapid descent into 
the waters of the North Atlantic.

The giant rocks around the lightiiouse 
at Peggy's Cove are now strewed wifo 
bouquets and wreaths left by family 
members and local residents in memory 
of the 229 passengers and crew who 
died as the Swissair crew attempted to 
negotiate an emergency landing at Hal- 
ifax International AiiporL 

Although only two Canadians were 
on the bound from New York to 
Geneva, the entire country seems to 
have embraced its role as rescuer, com- 
forter and investigator of the tragedy. 

On Wednesday, Prime Minister Jean 
Chretien is scheduled to head the list of 
dignitaries at a memorial service at 
Peggy's Cove.

Tax Cut, JfienNew Tax, 
Then Rome Apologizes

ROME — Fiomce Minis- 
ter Vincenzo Visco has- apol- 
ogized to Italians after ad^t- 
ting that reimbursements of a 
ha^ Eurotax will be all but 
canceled out by a new levy. 

“The minis ter has made an 
unforgettable spectacle of 
himself,” Gianfranco Fmi, 
leader of die i^-right Nation- 
al Alliance party, said Tties- 
day. “Fust said dial what 
Ae opposition was maintain- 
in g was colossal foolishness. 
Now be ’s had to admit diat be 
isthefboL 

“This is a government that 
continues raising taxes and 
making a fool of Italians,” 
Fini added. 

The news that rebates of 
die “tax for Europe” would 
begin in December tamed to 
fii^ as Italy’s lowest earoeis 
realized tiiat dieir year-end 
payslips now seem likely to 
shnnk. 

Less ihfln a week ago. Mr. 
Visco announced that em- 
ployees and peosioaers 
would get back 60 percent of 
the Eurotax at the end of 
1998, The tax was imposed 
last year to help whip the 
economy into shape for mon- 
etary union. .

That backdoor approach to regaining 
authority could give the Communists 
real .tuihorit}' in seiiinc Russian polk-}'. 
On the other hand, th"is week's brink- 
manship could also prove disastrous if 
Mr. Yeltsin dissolves the Parliament 
and forces elections that reduce the 
Communists' plurality — bomcihing 
experts say is entirely possible. 

Even if the Communists gain new 
influence, the question that not even 
they seem able to answer is what they 
would do with it. 

The paroi''s official program, pub- 
lished on a W'orld Wide Web that Le- 
onid Breziuiev would never have tol- 
erated. states in unambiguously Soviet 
terms that “the principal struggle be- 
tween capitalism and socialism under 
whose mark the 2(lih centtuy progressed 
is not resolved.” 

But then .Alexander Kuvayev. a Com- 
munist deputy' from Moscow, sounded 
Tuesday more like a Chamber of Com- 
merce initiate: “They say weTl nation- 
alize all private properiy. Tlial's not 
true. We'll only nationalize that which 
was illegally privatized. 

"We won’t touch apamnents. garden 
plots, small business,” he added. 
“Small business must develop.” 

Mr.Zyuganov.theCommunisi leader 
in the lower house of Parliament, or 
Duma, first seemed to sign off on Mr.

Mr. Zyuganov, generally seen asprag- 
maiic. swnds much of his time trying to 
juggle their interests, in particular, he has 
to tend to the needs of the funy's hard 
core of Soviet holdovers while working 
closely enough with the government to 
maintain at least some influence. 

llie Communists, analysts here say. 
continue to talk of working within a 
democratic and capitalist system. But 
their refusal to throw in the towel on the 
Soviet experiment, even after Mr. Zy- 
ugano\'’s handy defeat by Mr. Yeltsin in 
llw last presidential election, has helped 
marginalize them among voters. 

Some Communists say they are being 
true to the faith. “The tocktone of the 
ideology has remained the communist 
one. and all anempls to impose a .social 
democratic ideology ore not accept- 
able." said Yuri Chunkov, a Commu- 
nist deputy from the depressed coal- 
mining region of Kemerov. 

Mr.'M^arenko, for one, sees some 
ci'idence of change. Since the last elec- 
tion. the Parliament ’s Communists have 
become less obstructionist and have be- 
gun acting more like a democratic op- 
position. he said. Less noticed is the 
election, with Communist backing, of 
some .30 regional governors whose lead- 
ership is mitsily indistinguishable from 
more mcpJcRiie o^ials. “They’re by 
and large playing by the same rules as 
the political elite.” he said. 

Then again, being lumped in with the 
rest of the elite has its perils as well. 
Only three weeks ago. the Conununists’ 
natural allies — Russia’s independent 
trade unions — said their workers 
w ould not cooperate with Mr. Zyugan- 
ov and other Communist Duma mem- 
bers who have called for a national day 
of protest on Oci. 7. 

Though Communists control the Par- 
liament,'^ “deputies failed to adopt a 
single socially signitlcanl law in the 
interests of workers.” the head of Ihe 
unions. .Amirei Isuyev, told the Interfax 
news sen'icc. “it is shameless locxpcci 
hungry people to play as extras in the 
offrcials' game under the cover of cre- 
ating a popular trust of government."

UNITED NATIONS, New York — 
For the last few wedcs, Bill Richardson 
has been trying to do two apparentiy 
unreconcilable jobs as the Cunton ad- 
ministratiOD's new eneigy secretaiy and 
fee government's representative to the 
United Nations.

Richardson — a politician turned dip- 
lomat who has been about the most 
genial envoy this di{)lomatic hofeouse 
has seen in a generation — resigns his 
UN assignmenL But informally, he said 
over bre^ast eariy one mominfi beftm 
Mimhing yet anotiMT Shuttle fli^t, there 
is no rupture involved.

He admits he 
gets a hk of attention because he is 
perceived as being close to President 
Bill Clinton. Ambassadors also know he 
may be Ai Gore’s nnmii^ mate in two 
years. Also, people genuinely like him. 

Still Mr. juchaidson has Imd a tough 
tenure. Re^ject for thq United States, 
which is crippling the organization by 
widiholding its dues, is at an all-time 
low.

Cambodian Soldiers 
Destroy Protest Camp

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PHNOM PENH — Without warn- 
ing, Cambodian uoc^ ripped down a 
two-week-old protest campsite just 
after noon Tuesday, then spent the 
rest of the day chasing stone-duow- 
ing mobs through the streets, filling 
at them with sticks and firing auto- 
madc wetqxins into the air. 

A number of people were 
wounded, but no dea^ or gunshot 
wounds were reported, although of- 
ficers said their troops were firing 
live ammunition. 

IHie destruction of tiie tent city, 
which had become home to hun- 
dreds of people supporting the losers 
in the July parliamentary elections, 
appeared to break an accord reached 
hours earlier that would have pro- 
duced a peaceful end to the sit-in. 

The government, led by the in- 
cumbent strongman and official 
winner of the electiem, Hun Sen, 
also promised that the leader of the 
protest, Sam Rainsy, would not be 
.'^jr^ed. But Mr. Sam Rainsy re- 
jnained Tuesday under the protec- 
tion of the United Nations in the 
Cambodiana Hotel, where he pre- 
pared to spend a second oigbL 
After two hand grenades ex- 
ploded at his residence early Mon- 
day, Mr. Hun Sen had ordored the 
attest of his opponents and barred 
them from leaving the counuy, but 
the arrest order was later pot on 
hold. One person was Jrill^ and 
several others wounded Monday 
whan soldiers fired into crowds out- 
side the Cambodiana Hotel 

Mr. Hun Sen made no official 
statement and there was a sense of 
anarchy in dte streets of tihe csqntaL 
There was shooting, beating, run- 
ning, shooting from one street to die 
next as packs of yoiuig men with 
motorbikes taunted the soldiers and 
entire fiimilies leaned fiom tiiw bal- 
conies to watch. But diere was no 
clear aim to the protests. 

Although Mr. Sam Rainsy and tiie 
J - royalist party leader, Norodtxn 
' kanariddh, have raised hundreds of 
complaints about election baud and 
intimidation, most assessments by 
foreign and Cambodian analysts 


agree that these lir^nlarities were 
probably not enough to have 
changed the overall outcome. 

The anger that was evident in the 
streets Tuesd^ appeared to be less a 
reflection of electoral loyalties than 
of the fiustrations anH brotalities 
and pover^ brought on by Cam- 
bodia’s unending violence and 
political feuding. 

Ibere was hatred in die eyes of 
the young man who polled his T- 
shixt up to his neck and dared sol- 
diers to sboot him, and hatred in the 
eyes of the soldiers who chased him, 
hrandishitig ' sdo bars and sticks 
with naily ia them. 

The sun was at its hottest and 
people were do^g after a midday 
mem when about 100 soldiers and 
riot police officers widi helmets, 
plastic shields and electric-shock 
batons advanced into the camp that 
Mr. Sam Rainsy had dabbed “De- 
mocracy ^uare." The troops shot 
into die air and a fire truck turned a 
hose 00 the blue plastic lean-tos. 
Whacking at the squatters with theii 
rifle butts, die soJmers drove 1,000 
or so people away. 

Many of those evicted &om the 
camp foimed a crowd outside the 
royal palace. Th^ were augmented 
by hundreds of jobless young men. 

The day's running battles began 
under the walls of me pidace. The 
soldiers charged, swingi^ their 
staves at the stands of fiw sellers. 
They began to beat a man dressed all 
in yellow but released him when tbe 
rioters haded stones at them.' The 
soldiers advanc^ baaing aside the 
sttmes with their plastic shields. 

The rioters threw coniaineTs filled 
widi gasoline, but th^ were plastic 
water bottles and smqily creased 
small, brief fires oa the a^halt 

Thra a volley of automatic gun- 
fire broke out and a United Nations 
offi^ bis anns, shooting, 
“Hold it! Stop! Stop it!" Instead, 
the solders began running toward 
the rioteis, some firi^ thdr 
wauxnis from tiieir hqis. 

The mobs soon spread out 
tiirougb the city, but by sunset the 
streets fell silent as scavengers 
picked among discarded items in the 
abaiulcmed prot^ can^.

Yes to Arms Control 


An early U.S. Senate vote on funds 
for implementation of the compr^en- 
sive nuclear test ban tre^ ideates 
that two-tbirds majtxity needed to 
ratify the test ban may be lacking. 
There would be some votes from the 
Republican majority for a treaty, but at 
this moment me dominant blocking 
position of the party leadership looks 
'strong. The evident resistance to rat- 
ificatioD is attributed not simply to 
satisfactioD with some of the treaty's 
terms — there isn't all that much dis- 
satisfaction — but to a ftindamental 
and wrongheaded quarrel with the 
premises of arms ccmtrol itself. 

Modem aims control was invented 
during the Cold War to restrict the 
nuclear armories of the then two gi^t 
powers and, if not to bring something 
deserving of the name of peace be- 
tween them, to lessen the risks and 
costs of their preparing for nuclear war. 
There were ups and downs, and tiieir 
ultimate worth can be argued, but there 
is no denying that at a certain point 
Rtmald Reagan demolished arms con- 
trol as everyone had known it' 

From being a policy aimed at pro- 
ducii^ noclear parity or stalemate in a 
condition of rrauc^ but continuing 
political hostility, arms control became 
under President Rescan a bold program 
to end Soviet-Amencan nuclear com- 
petition and, beyond tiiat, to close out 
the Cold War itself by seeing to die 
transformation of die Soviet Union. 
Many other hands, especially hCkhail

American power and American tech- 
nology alone — especially on a new 
national missile defense — to ensure 
tbe security of the United States. Such 
a missile defense is in die works, but 
questions remain about its strategic 
purpose. eCTicaqr and cost The pace of 


pondering these questions has itself 
become a sharp political issue. Mean- 


become a sharp political issue. Mean- 
while, some senators carelessly would 
throw away the increments to Amer- 
ican security that could be added by 
cooperation with other friendly coun- 
tries in masers such as the cheoucal 
weapons treaty, die nuclear nonpro- 
lifei^on treaty- and die test ban. 

These are iinpeifect instruments, but 
diey are c^iable of'serving American 
requirements well. Even if a missile 
defense of minimal cost, deadly ac- 
curacy and reliability were ready 
today, which it is not, those instru- 
ments would strengthen tbe American 
position in die wori^d.

A Cancer Dilemma 


A nod of approval from a U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration advisory 
comminee means that tamoxifen, a 
powerful drug now given to some 
women to prevent a recurrence of 
breast cancer, may soon become the 
first such drug given to women who 
have not had breast cancer, in order to 
stave it off in future. That departure, if 
it is approved, opens a new realm of 
possibly effective and certainly ter- 
rify-ing decisions and trade-offs that are 
likely to con^nt patients. Medicine 
always has involved such decisions, 
hut the quick pace of research throws 
ibe trade-offs into ever sharper relief. 

Tamoxifen has been prescribed for 
years ro women who have had breast 
cancer, for whom the benefits of de- 
laying or preventing a recurrence 
gene^ly w-ere considered sufficient 
to balance the drug's considerable 
negative side effects. But when you 
move into the area of possible pre- 
vention, giving the dnig to l^e 
numbers of people w-ho are not sick 
and may not get sick, things become 
far harder to parse. 

Most striking, tamoxifen is itself a 
slight carcinogen, seeming to cause, in 
some cases, uterine cancer. It also in- 


duces a variefy of other health prob- 
lems. some of which can tfai^en 
death. In a 13,000-person study of 
tamoxifen, one that showed such dra- 
matic benefits from the drug the 
study was halted early, three sul^ects 
died of blood clots. 

How to weigh those risks against the 
better-known risk of getting, and per- 
haps dying of, breast canc^ A^in, 
tbe choices forced by this treatment are 
mirrors of the brtrader approach to 
therapies with dangerous drugs: Doc- 
tors add in calculation of more risks. 

Those who support the use of 
tamoxifen in this new way say that 
patients probably will be given com- 
plicated formulas to. estimate, first, 
their risk of getting breast cancer; 
second, tiieir risk of suffering side ef- 
fects; and third, their risk of developing 
the kind of cancer that can be helped by 
the drug in the first place. If these are 
unknowns piled upon unknowns, they 
reflect a medical worid in which ad- 
vances mean more and mote sneer- 
ing choices — to be weighed, 
more and more, by the patient, who has 
the least training in these matters but 
the highest stake in the outcome.

IVises of tiie industrial age 
has been "better living through 
chemistry.” Most of the 
100,000 chemicals and pesti- 
cide^ currently on the world 
market have indeed helped to 
improve our lives. At the same 
time, accidents and misuse have 
poisoned tbe environment and 
injured or killed many thou- 
sands of people, particularly in 
developing countries. 

One exanmle is the wide- 
^read use of rcBs (polychlor- 
ioated biphenyls) in trai^orm- 
ers, ca^itors, punts and 
plastics. We know that PCBs 
suppress the human immune 
qrstem, are probable caicino- 
gens, and cause developmental 
delays and behavioral {^blems 
in young children. But PCBs are 
widespr^ in the eavirooineat 
and are being absorbed by un- 
told numbers of people tisough 
food contaminatiem.

highly toxicpesticides that have 
baDnedfor severely restric- 
ted in developed countries are 
still maiketed and used in de- 
veloping countries because of 
their low price.

American planes would fly 
iw over the forest canbov and 


low over the forest canopy and 
release a cloud of cb^icals. 
Wi thin days, the leaves would 
begin to iaU, forcing Dr. Dai to 
move his hospital deeper into 
the forest for coocealmenL Only 
later did he come to believe tiiat 
the spraying had dqne long- 
term neMtfa damage to Viet- 
namese soldiers and civilians. 

Thrt belief is shared by lead- 
ing Vietnamese doctors who 
were interviewed on a recent trip 
of mine tinough Vietnam. None 
would hazard a guess as to how 
extrosive tee damage had b^n, 
but one was later quoted in the 
Vietnamese press as asserting 
dial some 70,000 Vieteamese 
are now suffering from illnesses 
caused by Agent Orange. 

The evidence to support 
these beliefs is weak. For it is 
a sad irony of tee Vietnam War 
tiiat those most likely to have 
been affected by tee spraying, 
the Viemamese thei^lves, 
have been the least effectively 
studied. 

The United States has put 
eaormous effort uito assessing 
possible harm to American sol- 
diers but found only limited 
dam^e, peihjqis because most 
soldiers ^d relatively little 
contact with the chemicals dur- 
ing their short toms of duty. 

Meanwhile, the Vietnamese 


troops directly under die spray, 
and civilians who lived in the 
sprayed areas fa years or 
moved in later, have been stud- 
ied primarily by Vietnamese 
scientists whose results are not 
generally accepted by scientists 
from more advanced nations. 

American herbicides, of 
which the most prominent was 
Agent Orange, were wii^y dis- 
posed to defoliate trees over 
supply routes, clear away brush 
firom roadsides, riveiba^ and 
base camps, and kill food crops 
that sustained guerrilla banw. 
Mae than 10 percent of the 
land area of Soudi Vtetmm was 
sprayed at least once, and some 
areas were sjxa^d repeatedly. 

The herbicides would gen- 
erally dissipate within weeks 
but would leave behind a toxic 
contaminant, thaf was 

inadvertently created during (he 
manufacturing process. 

. Joninalists who inquire about 
Agent Orange are routinely 
t^en to "peace vill^es” to see 
malformed children, to an ex- 
hibit on health consequences at 
tee medical school inmnoi, or 
to a collection of malformed 
fetuses at an obstetrical hospital 
in Ho Chi Mioh City. All three 
sites make a powerful case (hat 
there is ^ipalling illness in Vi> 
etnam, but aU fall sten of 
demonstrating that Agent 
Orange was tee culpriL 

The birth defects, cancers 
and other i(ln«»gg«i^ th^ tee Vi- 
emamese attribute to Agent 
Orange can be caused by a wide 
range of factors, and ' Agent 


Orange may not be prominent 
amoig teem.

Vietnamese and American 
scientists once started a collab- 
orative research effort, but it fell

Now, however, ^ Viet- 
namese and tbe U.S. Emba^ 
in Hanoi are bote suggesting a 
joint study of the effects of the 
hertiicides. The. U.S. National 
Academy of Sciences has been 
asked to consideT whether it is 
feasible te do a study so (ong 
after tiie snaying, in a nation 
whoe health records and dis- 
ease measures are notoriously 
incomplete. 

The loearcfa seems well 
worth doing, if it is tftrhnifially 
feasi'ble. An autiioritative stndy 
would add to the growing lit- 
erature on the h^te effects of 
herbicides and dinrin , could 
help tee Viemamese decide 
how to allocate scarce h^llfa 


unacceptable risks to human 
healte and the enviroomenL 

The treaiy requires that 
‘harmful chonicals and pesti- 
cides that have been banned a: 
severely restricted in at least 
two countries may not be ex- 
ported unless tiie impoting 
country eiqilicitly agrees. 

Otiia p^ticides would be 
added to list when it is ev- 
ident that they are too danger- 
ous to be us^ in develc^ing 
countries. Countries are also 
(teliged to stop n^rigmi pro- 
duction for those hazardous 
ctmpounds. 

The convention is an impor- 
tant step forward in heating 
governments to decide what 
chemicals they ne^ \^e 
keeping out th^ they cannot 
manage safely. When trade re- 
mains -painitted, reqnitements 
for labeling and pnmding io- 
fbnnrtion on potential b^tfa 
and emriionmental risks will 
promote safer use of tiiese 
chemicals. Countries tiiat have 
signed the treaty will beobliged 
to control commercial exports. 

Some of the chemicals 
covered this new and legally 
binding txeafy belong to a par- 
ticularly toxic group of sub- 
stances known as persistent ot- 
ganic pollutants, a POF^. Fa 
example, the perticide DDT is 
still used to combat malaiia in 
some r^oos even though it 
also poisons wildlife. 

Despite bans on use in many 
countries, wald prodnetion of a 
nomber of POPs continues. In- 
temational negotiations on re- 
ducing tiie relooe of these sub- 
stances started recently. 


The challenges that tec world 
feces in tee nextirullenaiuro are 
enormous. Worid population is 
expected to grow from S.8 bil- 
lion today to 8 J! billion in 2025. 
Most of tiiis growth will occur 
in developing countries. To 
feed so many additional people, 
food production will have to 
increase significantly. 

Fa now, feeding tee world 
without pesticides remains an .d 
elusive goal, but we must still ^ 
intensify our search for more 
environmentally friendly pro- 
duction methods. In applying 
kitegrated Pest ManagenienL 
Asian fermers numbed to re- 
duce tee use of pesticides sig- 
nificantly and to achieve higher 
yields at tee same time. 

Since hazardous chemicals 
are traded internationally and, 
\rtiea released, often cross ba- 
ders, actions to minimize toxic 
risks must be b^ed on inter- 
national cooyieration. The 
newly adop^ treaty on chem- 
icals trade is an essential flirt 
step, but a great deal of work 
remains before we can undo the a 
mistakes of the (lasL ^ 




With the rapidly expanding 
e of chemicals and iixiDroviiie 


use of chemicals and improving 
scientific understanding, it is 
time to move tbe control of 
chemical hazards higher up tbe 
global environmental agenda.

So he 
WTDie her a prescri^on for heroin 
and told htf to come back in a 
week. 

Almost unbelieving, she lock 
the slip of paper 10 the pharmacist 
up the street, who filled it without 
baiting an eye. As she stood at 
the counter staring at the small 
round container of pore heroin, an 
odd sensation w'ashed over her. 
The auger of panic that had been 
tw’isting her gut evei>' wakixtg mo- 
ment for a decade was spinning 
down. For the first time in years 
she had a tiny bit of bruin space 
that was not focused on how to get . 
the next fix. 

It began to dawn on her that it 
DO longer made any difference 
whether she could get die cash or 
whether her dealer would show up 
or whetiier the stuff was any good 
or whether the cops would beat 
her to it 

As she slipped the pacl^e into 
her purse, she caught a glimpse of 
herself in the gla». F(v the first 
time in 10 years she stopped to 
take a serious look. She was 
stunned. Then she glanced down 
at her children and said, “Ob, my 
God.” 

In an instant, the morality that 
had been instill^ in her as a child 
came flooding back: “I felt so 


disgusted." Over the next weeks, 
and months, her do.'.c was sta- 
bilized at a point that aiIo^^ed her 
to function without suffering 
withdrawal, and within a year 
her life bad been completely 
turned around. She hud a job, her 
Idds were in school and she was 
taliring about gotng back to col- 
lege.

The success of the clinic — a 90 
percent drop in the UkjI erinw 
rate, zero cases of AJDS.progre<N 
in moving people off vveliare ri>IN 
into productive jobs — Hew in 
the face of .American drug w.tr 
orthodoxy. 

Dr. Marks was warned h> 
friends in the Home Office ihui 
the U.S. Embassy was exerting 
tremendous pressure to shut hint 
down, and in the end it was nuc* 
cessful. The 4S0 patients that D:. 
Marks bad been serving were 
kicked into the street and told to 
find a detox program where ihcv 
could learn to give up their cm! 
ways. “Two years later.” said Dr 
Marks, “25 of the addicts were 
dead.”

“I saw Maureen llu'' oilier 
day,” said Dr. Murks.

U.S. Appears 
Unsure Over 
Launching by 
North Korea

PARIS — A week and a half after 
North Korea fired a powerful rocket into 
space, the United States apparently was 
still unable to say Tuesday whethtf 
Py ongyang test-fir^ an intercontinental 
missile, launched a satellite — or both. 

Asked what the North Koreans did. 
the White House spokesman, Michael 
McCurry'. said: *’ We don't know if they 
in fact launched a satellite." 

Regardless, a Pentagon spokesman 
said later, the launching “detnonstiated 
an ability to deliver payloads against 
surface taigels at memum ranges," a 
phrase indicating that North Korea’s mis- 
sile reach has ^ngthened to more than 
1 .000 kilometers (inme than 62S miles). 

Almost more worrying to allied gov- 
ernments in Europe and Asia, however, 
has been the apparent U.S. inability — or 
perhaps reluctance — to provide defin- 
itive answers about an episode of tbe smt 
that U.S. spy satellites are designed to 
monitor. 

“Electronic intelligence is what 
.America does best," a French govern- 
ment official said 'Tuesday, * ‘so it's veiy 
puzzli^. and frankly wooing, that 
washingion seems undecided about 
what kind of a space event it was." 

On a similar note, a European am- 
bassador in Paris said: “What does this 
tell allied governments about tbe reli- 
ability of U.S. sensors Id space and about 
the prospects for missile defense?"

Tbe United Slates was caught by sur- 
prise in May by India's nuclear testing, 
and last month U.S. intelligence may 
have been faulty about a plant in Sudan 
demolished by U.S. cruise missiles. 

Technically, the North Korean 
launching could have been bodi a missile 
lest and a satellite launching, according 
to a L!.S. intelligence official inter- 
viewed on the basis of anonymity. 

“Il could have been doing double 
dun*. “ the official said, “because you do 
roughly the same things in testing an 
iniercontinenial ballistic missile and 
launching a satelliie.” Bui the official 
voiced skepticism that North Korea had 
put a satelliie into orbit. 

The worst scenario would be a suc- 
cessful dual mission, a Central Intel- 
ligent* .Agency analyst said, “because 
ihe club of .sjiclliie producers is smaller 
and even more sophisticated than me 
club of missile makers."

No listening sta- 
tion has picked up signak from it.

“The Chan’s Great Con- 
tinent” is an entertaining 
journey through longing, de- 
sire, misunderstanding, fear 
and revulsion. 

One is tenqited to quibble 
with Spence’s 48 selections, 
arrayed across 700 years, 
from 1253 to 1985. Him is 
not enough on Karl Marx and 
his crailroversial hypodie^ 
about a stagnam “Asiatic 
Mode of Production,” which 
theraetical headaches 
for his Communist 

foiloweis. There are poignant 
accoonts by missionaries in 
Han Chinese areas, bat nofo- 
ing firan those wire served 
among ethnic miaorities. And 
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where are John Ejng Fair- 
bank, Theodore H. wfoite, 
John Service, Oven Lat- 
timrae, Han Suyin, Anna 
Louise Strong, Jean Pasquar 
lini, Harold Iraacs and 
liam Hinton? 

One might cavil atfoe in- 
clusion of ‘’sightings” fixim 
literaiy figures and philoso- 
phers wfa^ knowledge of 
Qiina was secondhand at 
best Yet it is not Spence’s 
purpose to draw contusions 
over accuracy. Ratiier, be 
“seeks to give a sense of the 
multiplicity of intelleetnal 
and emotional attitudes that 
Westerners have brou^t to 
their atteaqits to deal wifo the 
jfoeQomenon of China” and 
give testimony to China’s 
“capacity to etimnlalft and tO 
focus creative raiei^es at spe- 
cific moments in time.” 

In this sense, foe book is a 
fascinating exj^oration of the 
diversity of cross-cnltural re- 
sponse. The China of foe 
western miad is a source of 
endless curiosity, but ulti- 
nnately it is unkn^able and 
bejrond reach. 

Spence’s grab bag mchides 
early “sightings ’ from 
Marco Polo, C^afoolic mb- 
sionaries ai^ the first Pra- 
mguese and British dqdo- 
mats. Polo described China as 
a benevolent dictatorsh^ 
The Jesuit Matteo Ricci haa a 
similarly fovraable view of a 
^‘vast, nnifiAH, well-ordeied 
country, h^ togefoer by a 
ffwitr al ecmtrolling orthodoxy, 
foat of Confucianism.” 

In foe late 19ih oentury, 
ambivalence toward fore^n- 
eis was raonounced: Britain’s 
Lend Kucartn^ found him- 
self “narrowly watched,” his 
.curiosity about China unwel- 
crane. 

Bnlightenment-era “sight- 
ings” from Montesquieu,

P ARIS — If yon be-

In Asia, Firms Tail’ but Stay Open

SAPPORO, Japan — No business 
failure in Japan has been more trau- 
matic than that of Hokkaido Tak- 
ushoku Bank, one of the nation’s 
y, biggest financial institutions. Its col- 
^ lapse last year sent the entiie fi- 
nancial system into a tailspin and set 
off alarm bells that are still ringing 
in markets around the globe. 

But on a recent morning inside 
the bank's headquarters here, more 
than 120 customers bustled about, 
^ making deposits and wi±drawa]s. 

• It is not that the bank rose like a 
^ phoenix fiom the ashes. It just never 
burned up. After announcing dun 
^ the bank had failed, the government 
plugged it into a life-suiq>ort system, 
■V and nothing really ctmged. It will 
be acquired soon by another insti- 
mtion. but many of its money-losing 
operations could continue indefin- 
itely under another name. 

Something similar is happening 
throughout Asia: corporations are 
“failing" in record numbers, but 
many keep on going anyway. As a 
resulu.the feeble are not eliimnated, 
the fat is not trimmed, and the re- 
gion’s long-term prospects suffer. 

A common refrain among West- 
erners is that there should te more 
i bOut-and-out business failure in Asia. 

I ' ' “Capitalism without bankruptcy is 
like Christianity without hell'' is a 
line heard regularly. 

But governments and legal sys- 
tems routinely protect tycoons fr^ 
their own incompetence, setting tte 
stage not for a Darwinian struggle 
but for survival of the fl^ieSL 
Not that it is totally sink or swim in 
the United States; the government did 
help rescue Chrysler Coip. in 19^. 


While under bankniixcy {xotection, 
U.S. conq^es can dismiss wtxi^ 
fairly easily and radically reshape 
dteinselves. But in Asia, big corr^ia- 
nies often hang on until tfa^ sinmly 
expTO in a cloi^ of debt, ladier man 
liquidate themselves or ^ for bank- 
ruptcy protection to restractuie. 

In most countxie& here, the legal 
fiamework for bankruptcy is vague 
and loosely formed, management is 
given little protection against cred- 
itors, and ttere is rarely any thor- 
oughgoing change. In countries thu 
have known little but expansion for 
four decades, the idea of layoffs or 
dragging dirty linen throu^ die 
courts makes companies tugmy un- 
comfortable abwt bankruptcy. 

“It’s a real challen^,” said Oh 
Soo Geun, a law professor at Inha 
University in South Korea. Insol- 
vent conglomerates, particularly in 
South Korea, he said, ‘ ‘are really too 
big to kill." 


So while large conqiaiiies in Asia 
may become insolvent, or cannot 

S operating without help, they 
not to file for bankruptcy. In- 
deed, the executives of such conqn- 
nies may not Imow how badly off 
they are, and many simply choose to 
pretend that little has cn^ed. 

Govemmeots, fearftrl of econom- 
ic chaos, frequently approve. So 
failed compames hang on in cor- 
porate limbo, neither collapsing nor 
expanding, and rely ing on govern- 
ment handouts and good luck. 

To be sure, Asia has seen bank- 
ruptcies for years, wim the number 
soaring in the last year. But formal 
bankruptcies have mostly been at 
small and medium-sized compa- 
nies, while corporate giants geii^- 
ally manage to hang on. 

Governments are understandably 
loath to shut down insolvent or cash- 
^ueezed banks, for fear of provok- 
ing chaos in the finan cial systeiiL

He hit his 61st 
on Monday while Sampras was in the

“I think it is much greater than 
what I am going through." he said of 
McGwire's and Sammy Sosa's bid to 
pass Roger Maris. ‘ ‘They are playing a 
sport that is obviously much more pop- 
ular than I am playing, unfortunately. 

"1 thtnl- that people, the true tennis 
fans, know what I am trying to do, but 
I find that it is not anywhere near the 
same impact. I have bm asked quite a 
bit about it. but the attention th^ are 
getting is phenomenal. When they 
break it. which I ho{)e they do, it is 
going to make news all around the 
world. But I am sure if the day comes 
where I can break the record, I mean 
hopefoily it will have the same im- 
pact, but we will see." 

Sampras hardly sounds convinced, 
which is a curious attitude considering 
that tennis, (larticulariy the men's 
game, is a global sport, and baseball is 
nothing more than a curiosity in large 
stretches of the world. 

Thai Sampras does not find comfort 
in the popularity gap between tennis 
and ha^ball says a great deal about 
bow much he wants to be classified 
with the great. Am^can. spotts Icpns 
of his eras: the Michael Jordans, the 
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Ottmar Hitzfeld, in first season with Bayern Munich, won't take new Job. 


Jeny Rices, the McGwiiw. Bui it also 
reveals a lot about the son of se- 
questered existence that star tennis 
players lead. Twenl>' years ago. before 
cable news networks became a fixture 
in hotel rooms and before .American 
pop culnire become an ever- more 
profitable and exportable crop, it 
would have been difficult for S.impras 
not to have an acute sense of where he 
Stands in Western Europe or .Asia. 

Today, he con travel, train and com- 
peie in a provincial cocoon, and the 
voices he nears inside that cocoon are 
telling him that tennis is a lower-case 
endeavor. 

Sampras, unlike his less constant 
contemporary .Andre Agassi, docsi not 
thrive on buzz and celebrire. Despite 
his now-considerablc wealth and the 
lack of an arch-rival to cast him in 
shaiper relief, he has done a remark- 
able job of staying focused on the task 
and tournament al hand. He knows the 
history of his game and knows that 
Rod Laver would have won many 
more'ihan 12singlcstiUesiEmerson's 
total) if he had not iumed professional 
and been ineligible for Gran Slam 
competition for much of ihe I96()s. 

"1 am not taking anything away 
from Emerson," Sampris s.iys. “but 
the competition is probably lougher 
to^y than it was .^0 years ago." 

Sampras was refeiring lo the tennis 
competition, but on the long LiKn' Diy 
weekend, when his nation was much 
more interested in balls mceiing hats 
than balls meeting strings, he could also 
have been talking about McGwire.
